I know: a few steps away is my Savior, really, truly and sub- 
stantially present. There in the Sacred Host, my Creator, the 
Lord of the universe is enthroned! There in the tabernacle 
dwells the founder and protector of His Church — my God, 
whom I shall once behold in untold glory and in whom I should 
find my joy and bliss! There He abides with the same Precious 
Blood which He shed for my salvation, with that same blessed 
Soul which is the marvel of God’s works, with that same De- 
ified Heart which encloses all the treasures of the Godhead. 


Wonderful Union of All Devotions 
The excellence of devotion to the Must Holy Eucharist is 
evident also from the way in which it wonderfully unites and 
comprises every other devotion. 
The saints are most perfectly glorified by the Sacrifice of 
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the Mass. Wherever the Church offers the Holy Sacrifice in 
their honor, there also the relics of the saints repose upon the 
altar. Countless numbers of angels, according to the doctrine 
of the holy fathers, surround the tabernacle and in deepest 
reverence adore the hidden God. Mary participates most in- 
timately in the veneration of the Holy Eucharist; indeed, the 
sacred Body of Christ in the Holy Eucharist is Flesh of her 
flesh, Blood of her blood. Even the Adorable Trinity is insep- 
arably united with this Divine Mystery. The Father, the Son 
and the Holy Ghost are substantially and indissolubly united 
with one another. In wonderful union with the Second Person 
of the Divinity, the Father and the Holy Ghost are likewise 
enthroned upon the altar. 

The incomprehensible Mystery of the Incarnation is re- 
newed in Holy Mass, for the Eternal Son of God, at the words 
of Consecration, assumes flesh in the hands of the priest, as 
once in the Virgin’s womb. The Passion and Death of our 
Lord are also renewed on the altar. Although in an unbloody 
manner, our Savior offers Himself during the Holy Sacrifice 
for the sins of the world, just as efficaciously as He once of- 
fered Himself on the Cross. This devotion comprises, further, 
the most excellent and precious manner of perfectly glorifying 
the Sacred Heart of Jesus. How clearly these considerations 
show that devotion to the Most Blessed Sacrament is the 
heart of every devotion. It is like the sun whose rays reflect 
all the mysteries of the life, Passion and Death of Jesus Christ. 


The Most Glorious and Most Fruitful Devotion 


Devotion to the Most Holy Eucharist renders the greatest 
honor to God, consequently, it is the most glorious devotion. 
It procures the greatest benefit for man, therefore, it is the 
most useful and fruitful for our souls. 

Rejoice, O children of Holy Church, for on the altar of 
the New Law lies the treasury of your heavenly possessions! 
There is the ocean into which all the streams of God’s grace 
and mercy flow. With marvelous grandeur, King David voiced 
the abiding presence of God among his people: “How lovely 
are Thy tabernacles, O Lord of Hosts. My soul longeth and 
fainteth for the courts of the Lord. My heart and my flesh 
have rejoiced in the living God. For the sparrow hath found 
herself a house, and the turtle a nest for herself, where she 
may lay her young ones. Thy altars, O Lord of hosts, my 
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King and my God. Blessed are they that dwell in Thy house, 
O God, they shall praise Thee forever and ever” (Ps. lxxxiii. 1-5). 

The one thing absolutely necessary, the only task for man 
on earth, is to do the will of God. By subjection to God, man 
attains the summit of perfection; by conformity to His will, 
man finds true happiness in time and eternity. Through de- 
votion to the Holy Eucharist, we subject our entire being to 
God in a more unreserved manner than by any other devotion; 
our understanding by faith, our heart by love, our body by | 
exterior adoration. 

The Holy Eucharist is in the fullest sense of the word a 
Mystery of faith. By it we offer to God the most precious 
of temporal gifts, our understanding. On the altar there is 
actually nothing for the senses to support our faith. In the 
crib and on the Cross, our Lord was humiliated, nevertheless, 
there was some satisfaction for the senses. Our Savior’s 
Divinity was hidden, it is true, but His Humanity was visible. 
On the altar, however, His Sacred Humanity is concealed as 
completely as His Divinity. In the crib and on the Cross, the 
Incarnate Son of God had witnesses to take the place, we may 
say, of His heavenly court. The angels who announced the 
glad tidings of His birth to the shepherds, the wonderful star 
that led the magi to the crib; the sun that was darkened at 
His Crucifixion, the trembling earth, the dead who came forth 
from their graves— all these were so many witnesses to His 
Divinity. We find nothing of this on the altar. Here the 
testimony of God alone is the support of our faith; here we 
must believe without the aid of our exterior senses. 

The Holy Eucharist is also a Mystery of love. Our Lord 
subjected Himself to untold humiliations and insults in order 
to become our Brother, our Food, our Sacrifice. Who can 
consider this utter annihilation of our Redeemer without feeling 
himself moved to make a return of love? 

Who can form an idea of those impulses of glowing zeal 
which the Holy Eucharist has excited in the hearts of Christians 
of all ages! Those magnanimous resolutions which It inspired, 
those holy deeds which It produced! Does it not seem that 
the creature in this devotedness to his hidden God desired to 
vie with the Creator Himself? Unspeakable honor and glory 
are given to God even by the subjection of our soul and body. 
Yes, by our body also, for the entire human being must render 
homage to God. The body, likewise, is a creation, a most 
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wonderful creation of the Almighty. But never is man greater 
than when he kneels in adoration before his God veiled in 
the Blessed Sacrament. What a sublime and grace-abounding 
vocation to be a religious of Perpetual Adoration! 

Whostill doubts that devotion to the Most Blessed Sacrament 
is a precious fountain of consolation and graces for the poor 
human heart? The same miracles once wrought by our Lord 
for the corporally sick on the Judean hills, He performs even 
in our days from the tabernacle for those spiritually ill. He 
gives sight to the blind by revealing the light, the value of 
things eternal, the value of cross and sufferings, the value of 
resignation to the will of God. He gives power of movement 
to the lame by prompting their sluggish will to resolve and 
act for His love alone. He raises the dead to life by giving 
sanctifying grace to souls dead through mortal sin. For every 
spiritual ailment His love holds a remedy in readiness. 

Are you abandoned and sorrowful? On the altar you will 
find the heavenly Comforter. Are you poor in virtue? In the 
tabernacle He who is infinitely rich awaits to share His abun- 
dance with you. Are you troubled about your sins, and do 
you sigh for pardon? Gotothe altar! Jesus, the all-merciful 
One will receive you with open arms. With His own Heart’s 
Blood He will refresh you and impart to you a strength which 
will sustain you until you have reached the “Mountain of 
God,” the celestial paradise.

The Crucified King of Limpias 





#} IMPIAS is a little town not far from the northern 
seacoast of Spain, in the province of Santander. 
In the parish church there is a life-sized Crucifix 
above the high altar, more than two hundred 
: years old, a distinguished work of art, especially 
for the touching expression of the countenance. Not, however, 
for its artistic value has this Crucifix, the Holy Christ of the 
Agony, become famous, but on account of the extraordinary 
apparitions which have been observed on it since March 30, 
1919. The Holy Christ seems to assume life and to die anew. 
Now He moves His grief-filled eyes, now He turns His thorn- 
crowned head from side to side. A cold death-sweat covers 
His body, bright red Blood oozes from His Wounds, especially 
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from under the crown of thorns, and flows down. Blood flows 
also from the Wound in His side. Many people, yea, thousands 
of men and women, officers, physicians, professors, learned men, 
even unbelievers have beheld these manifestations. The Church 
has already given the matter careful consideration and intro- 
duced a more rigid investigation of these proceedings. True, 
the Church has not yet expressed herself conclusively on the 
matter, because it is ever her principle to judge such matters 
with circumspection and to let ample time elapse. In the case 
of the apparitions at Lourdes, the Church withheld her final 
approbation for four years. However, a number of bishops 
who have closely studied the wonders of Limpias have given 
eloquent expressions to their faith in these manifestations. 
Pope Benedict XV granted a plenary indulgence to all who 
visit the Church of Limpias and the holy Image. 

A noteworthy confirmation of the supernatural character 
of the apparitions in Limpias are the singular conversions and 
instantaneous cures of positively incurable patients. 

Through the Image of Limpias, Jesus shows Himself as 
the Crucified King who reigns by drawing all men to Himself. 
From all parts of the world pilgrims come to see the wonderful 
Image, some animated by devotion, others prompted by curi- 
osity. Each day counts a throng of visitors. He is the Crucified 
King who moves and governs the interior of those to whom 
He gives the grace to behold the manifestations. 

It is, above all, His look that exercises an irresistible power. 
It sometimes happens that many see the opening of the mouth, 
the shedding of Blood and other manifestations, and remain 
calm and unmoved; when, however, the look of the Holy Christ 
rests upon them, they are thrilled to their inmost depths. 

The good and contrite are given a look of love that touches 
them profoundly. One who experienced that look of compassion 
and encouragement writes: “Rays of grace and mercy proceed 
from His eyes and exercise a charm that nothing can resist. 
I saw how His look widened over us, until it fully encompassed 
us, as when the sun pours the fulness of its light upon earth... 
I could not withdraw; my whole being was penetrated with 
burning thirst, with irresistible desire, with superhuman, pas- 
sionate longing for this only Love... which is eternal.” 

Hardened sinners to whom God grants the grace to behold 
the manifestations receive from the Holy Christ an angry, pen- 
etrating look which terrifies them. To cite but one instance: 
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A certain man, well-known as an unbeliever and scoffer 
of religion, came to Limpias with the avowed determination 
to give vent to his unbelief and contempt for religion. It was 
his intention to insult the Image in some way, probably to 
spit upon it, and then to boast, “I spat upon the Holy Christ 
and He did not stir.” 

At a time when but few people were in the church, he 
walked with rapid pace toward the altar. Suddenly, when he 
reached the sanctuary steps he paused... then fell heavily to 
the floor. People hastened forward and carried the fainting 
man out of the church into the open air. A physician was 
summoned who tried to restore him to consciousness but the 
swoon returned three times, although, according to the declara- 
tion of the attending phvsician, the man possessed a strong and 
healthy constitution. When, finally he recovered, he gave the 
following explanation: “I wanted to push on to the altar where 
the Image stands. I saw the head bowed. When I arrived at 
the steps, the Image raised its head and turned its eyes upon 
me with a look that I can never describe, and which instantly 
arrested my progress.” The man added that the lips had moved, 
that he had seen Christ loose Himself from the Cross and walk 
toward him. At that moment he had lost consciousness. Not 
until after he had made a contrite confession and received 
Holy Communion did he leave Limpias. So great was his 
emotion that he was unable to restrain his tears. Never in 
his life had he experienced such peace of soul he declared 
later. 

On the Last Day when Jesus will come to judge the world, 
He will manifest Himself as a King who will be the love of 
the good to His right, but at the same time, the terror of the 
wicked to His left. In Limpias, too, our Crucified Jesus mani- 
fests Himself as King who by the mere power of His look is 
the love of the good and the terror of the wicked. 


Immodest Fashions Condemned 


If we attentively consider the manifestations at Limpias, 
we shall see how the Crucified King regards the immodest 
fashions of our times. From the many lessons he has taught, 
we select this special one: — 

An aristocratic lady entered the church of Limpias, but 
soon swooned away, struck by the angry look of Santo Cristo. 
The same happened to her at her second visit. When she 
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entered the house of God for the third time, her eyes fell on 
this notice which the pastor had posted on the church door: — 

On account of the profound reverence which is due to 
the thrice Holy God, every person coming with low-necked 
dress or transparent apparel is asked to withdraw immediately. 

Humbled and terrified, the lady reads these few words, 
blushes from shame, and now understands the holy anger of 
that majestic look. She covered her bare neck and arms with 
a mantle and threw herself weeping before the Crucified. The 
eyes of Santo Cristo now looked upon her with forgiveness 
and compassion. 

On another occasion when a priest was praying the stations 
with the pilgrims, a woman observed the following wonderful 
manifestations which she committed to writing: “When the 
priest spoke of human respect which makes us so cowardly... 
the countenance of our Lord seemed severe; when he begged 
forgiveness for the sins of impurity, the look of Jesus seemed 
more painful.” Yes, painful indeed to the Heart of our Savior 
must be the sins of the flesh which are incalculably increased 
by shameless fashions. 

A physician who has acquired great fame among his 
colleagues and has contributed learned treatises to various 
medical journals, says in a letter of Oct. 1, 1920: “When the 
priest, Rev. D. Juan Martin of Valencia, preached with great 
enthusiasm against the awful and frequent sins of the present 
time, above all, the horrible blasphemies, the profanation of 
Sunday, the luxury and shamelessness of female dress, the 
light color of the venerable Image changed to a dark gray. 
Just at the moment when the speaker repeated the well-known 
Spanish saying, ‘A neck, if cut but one centimeter lower, (one- 
third of an inch), and a skirt if but one centimeter shorter or 
narrower, would require the police authorities to interpose,’ 
the color of the Image became almost black..., the eyes, 
which a moment before were so gentle and resigned, glistened 
with a dark fire. The expression became so angry and severe, 
that many of the spectators most touchingly broke out in 
ejaculations asking for pardon, and expressed the firm purpose 
to amend. As if at a given sign, they fell simultaneously upon 
their knees. The dark hue and severe look continued for 
some moments, then gradually the light color and gentle, 
resigned expression returned. I can assure you, it was a 
supernatural, a wonderful apparition, no optical delusion.”

"NEVA eh year 1256. When but five years of age she was 
« IA received into the Benedictine convent at Helfta 
near Eisleben, Germany. Here she found a second, very ten- 
der mother in the person of the Abbess Gertrude, under whose 
care she grew up to the praise of God, studied with great zeal 
and acquired extensive knowledge, especialiy of Holy Scripture. 
On account of her sweet modesty, obliging humility, ardent 
fervor and exact observance of the Holy Rule, she was the 
delight of the whole community. 

On the 27th of February, 1281, St. Gertrude received the 
first communications from Jesus Christ, which thenceforward 
continued uninterruptedly until her death. Like St. Francis 
of Assisi, she, too, received the five holy Wounds, but inte- 
riorly in her heart; yet she experienced the same pain as would 
be caused by exterior wounds. The Holy Eucharist and the 
Passion of Christ were the constant subjects of her meditation. 

Once when she had received Holy Communion, and her 
spirit was absorbed in sweet communion with the Divine Guest, 
Jesus showed Himself to her under the form of a pelican, as 
it is usually represented, plunging its beak into its heart, and 
feeding its young with its own blood. In astonishment she 
asked, “What wouldst Thou teach me, O Lord, by this picture? 
Jesus replied: “That thou shouldst consider the vehement love 
which moves and induces me to give this sublime Gift; for I 
would rather die, were it possible, than refuse this Gift to souls.” 

St. Gertrude was one day praying for a person who com- 
plained that the grace of devotion was imparted to her more 
sparingly on communion days than on other days. Jesus thus 
instructed her: “This does not happen by chance; I ordain it 
so. On ordinary days I pour out the grace of devotion, 
thereby to uplift the hearts of men to Me, which would other- 
wise be without holy sentiments. But at Holy Communion I 
sometimes withhold the grace of sensible devotion, to exercise 
souls in humility and increase their desire for Me. Such a 
contrite disposition is often more conducive to a soul’s salva- 
tion than the gift of devotion.” 
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Another time, when after the Consecration, the saint had 
offered the Sacred Host for the greater glory of God and for 
the salvation of all the sisters in the convent, our Lord took 
the Sacred Host saying He would satiate the sisters with this 
Divine Food. Gertrude asked, “My Lord, dost Thou now 
communicate all the sisters?” He answered, “No; only those 
who desire after this Food.” These words of our Divine Savior

One day after Holy Communion, when St. Gertrude reflected 
with what care one should guard the tongue because, among 
all the other members of the body it is privileged to have the 
Sacred Host placed upon it, Jesus instructed her by the following 
example: “Whoever does not preserve his tongue from harsh, 
vile and slanderous language, and approaches Holy Communion 
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without contrition, is like a person who gathers a heap of stones 
at the threshold of his door and throws them at his guest 
when he comes to visit him, or beats him cruelly on the head 
with a rod.” 

A sister who had died in a convent founded by St. Ger- 
trude, appeared to her (see cut) and said: “Oh, how happy I 
am, dear Mother, and what a blessing it is to me now, that 
during lifetime I cherished a special devotion toward the Most 
Blessed Sacrament! On account of my love for Jesus in the 
Sacred Host, the merits of the Holy Masses offered for me are 
applied to me so liberally that, in a short time, I shall be 
released and shall enter the heavenly Jerusalem.”

The Perpetual Light 


From the Reminiscences of Rev. Abel, S.J., Vienna 





Wis | HILE still a student of the university, I made a trip 

a4, to Westphalia in Germany. There, with my col- 
| league, Joseph Biederlack, I visited the Catholic 
44 pastor of Hemmbergen, a most excellent priest. 
During the course of the conversation, the pastor told us of 
three young ladies from a family in his parish whom God had 
led by extraordinary ways to the religious life. This reminded 
the old priest of something he had in his drawer, and opening 
it, he drew forth a simple, wooden snuff box. 

“‘See my young friends, he said, ‘with this snuff box, too, 
there is connected a feature of Divine Providence,’ and the 
good priest began a new story. ‘Formerly I was pastor in the 
Diaspora (those parts of the country inhabited mostly by Protes- 
tants). My house and my little church stood quite lonely in the 
midst of a great forest, about in the centre of my widely dis- 
persed congregation. One night during a terrible storm, there 
was loud knocking at my door. A lady of rank, her clothes 
dripping with rain, begged for shelter. She explained how 
she had lost her company of the chase, and for hours had wan- 
dered fabout in the darkness of the forest amid the pouring 
rain, until among the trees she had discerned a flickering 
light. It was the perpetual light before the tabernacle. To- 
ward this light she had directed her steps, not knowing who 
might live there. My good housekeeper immediately provided 
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her with dry clothing and, after a cup of hot tea, gave the 
lady her own bed for the night. 

“The following morning after Holy Mass, the lady came 
to have a little chat with me. The conversation gradually 
turned upon religion and I soon perceived that my guest 
was a Protestant who had very erroneous ideas concerning 
our holy Faith. With manifest interest she listened to my 
explanations. When taking leave she thanked me for my 
kindness, but I said to her, ‘Gracious lady, you now have 
experienced for yourself how difficult it is to find the right 
path after having gone astray. It was the perpetual light 
before the tabernacle of our Catholic parish church which 
showed you the right way. God lead you home safe.’ 

“One year later, I received this box and a letter from 
her. It read: “Today God has led me from the path of error 
to the path of truth. I have been received into the Catholic 
Church. Your kind conversation after my going astray in the 
forest led me to take this step. It was the way of Providence.” 
‘And now,’ the pastor concluded with a gentle smile, ‘it is 
God who has also guided you to me. Accept this little remem- 
brance from the aged pastor of Hemmbergen,’ and so saying 
he gave me the snuff box. 

“The good pastor probably never surmised that he, though 
not through the snuff box which I preserved for a long time, 
but rather through his conversation and example, exercised a 
decisive influence upon my future career.”

Che Holy Life of Anna Catherine Emmerich — For the first time 
an English sketch is being offered to the public of the holy, priv- 
ileged life of Catherine Emmerich who bore on her own body 
the marks of our Crucified Savior’s Wounds.

The Holy Eucharist 
in the monstrance beams with heavenly light; adoring angels reverently 
lower their countenances, while others gaze with admiration and wonder 
upon the Sacred Host. Below the monstrance may be seen the Benedictine 
Convent of Perpetual Adoration at Clyde, Missouri. Six sisters kneel in 
adoration. One sister devoutly sings the “Lauda Sion,” the canticle of 
praise of the Blessed Sacrament. Close to her is a young sister, scarcely 
twenty years of age, a mere child. She must ravish the Heart of Jesus 
by her innocence and piety. . How happy she is to be permitted to be a 
spouse of the Holy Eucharist! She realizes how to pray well. Innocence, 
simplicity and a childlike disposition charm the Heart of God. The 
Spouse of virgins looks with love upon those souls and is nigh unto 
those undefiled hearts who, in early youth, consecrate themselves to Him 
without reserve. The third sister has grown strong in the love of God; 
the emblem of love glitters on her breast. She is under the special 
protection of a powerful angel who joyfully recommends her to her royal 
Spouse. 


To the right, kneel two sisters imbued with lively faith and trust. 
They pray with all the fervor of their heart for the poor souls who have 
been recommended to the sisters’ prayers. The third sister loves sacri- 
fice and suffering. She wears the crown of thorns in memory of her 
Savior’s painful crowning, and she presses the Crucifix to her heart. 
She is absorbed in serious meditation, for her duty is to pray for the 
conversion of sinners to obtain for them a happy hour of death. The 
guardian angel holds toward our Savior the rosary, the prayer recited 
daily by every sister. 


The sisters to the left render to their Spouse regal honors, by adora- 
tion, praise and glory. The sisters to the right are intercessors. They 
plead for mercy on behalf of all their benefactors, but especially for the 
poor souls recommended to the sisters’ prayers. 


An abundance of lilies and roses surround the six adorers kneeling 
before the Blessed Sacrament: lilies, the type of virginal purity; roses, 
the emblem of burning love and unswerving fidelity.

Happy the religious who, 
imbued with the true spirit, becomes a worthy sister-adorer; who realizes 
the dignity of her calling, and esteems it above aught else!

Happy the souls who in humble adora- 
tion surround the sacred monstrance and keep watch with Jesus! 

The Perpetual Adoration is an angelic service, an act of pro- 
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found faith and fervent love toward the Most Holy Eucharist. 
It draws priceless blessings on mankind for time and eternity. 
It is a special satisfaction to the Divine Heart of Jesus, a great 
comfort to the Church suffering, a source of strength to the 
Church militant, and ‘a cause of joy for the Church triumphant. 
Those, indeed, perform a most God-pleasing work, who by their 
charitable contributions make it possible for the Perpetual Ado- 
ration to flourish. 

The solemn Adoration entails many sacrifices and expenses; 
for this reason the faithful have always supported such institu- 
tions with generousalms. As areturn service, continuous prayers 
are offered for the living and departed benefactors. From its 
very foundation, nearly fifty years ago, our convent estab- 
lished the Perpetual Adoration, and since then it has never been 
interrupted. The Benedictine Sisters at Clyde, Missouri, pray 
day and night without intermission before the Most Blessed 
Sacrament exposed upon the altar, for the living and departed 
who have been recommended to their prayers. 

All the sisters, more than one hundred and fifty in number, 
receive and offer daily Holy Communion for these souls. Daily 
one or more Holy Masses are read for the repose of these souls, 
and many thousands of Masses are heard by the sisters during 
the year according to this intention. 

The living as well as the departed, may be enrolled and share 
in all the Holy Masses, Communions, prayers and good works 
heretofore mentioned, that they may thereby obtain the grace 
of final perseverance, of worthily receiving the last sacraments 
and of dying a happy death. Parents do well to enroll their 
children that they may share in these perpetual prayers. 

To be admitted it is required that the name be registered, 
and an offering of one dollar given for each person. This alms 
is given only once for each person, and need never be renewed. 
It is used for the support of the house of God, to procure candles 
and adorn the Adoration Chapel. The expense for candles alone 
amounts to about two thousand dollars yearly. 

How prudent, if persons advanced in age remember such an 
institution in their will, or better still, if during life they assure 
themselves, by charitable offerings, of the prayers of a numer- 
ous community of religious. What a consolation for them to 
know that prayers are offered for them during life, and also 
after their death, when they have long been forgotten by their 
nearest relatives !

Touching, indeed, is this picture of the poor souls. Above 
purgatory is suspended the monstrance surrounded by adoring 
cherubim. Two glorious angels present the prayers of the sisters 
in golden censers to their Savior. Below, purgatory opens up 
and reveals the inexpressible torments which the holy souls must 
suffer in those purifying flames. Again it is six sisters who kneel 
in adoration before the Most Blessed Sacrament and pray with 
glowing fervor for the relief of the captive souls. 


There kneels a sister with folded hands in profoundest 
recollection, full of reverence and in lowliest humility. Who 
knows how many hundreds of souls she has already released 
through her prayerful, sacrificial life! 


Opposite to her kneels a sister with outstretched hands, who 
looks up to the Sacred Host with boundless confidence and joyful 
expectation. She knows Jesus; she has often experienced His 
goodness; she has learned to place all her trust in Him. She 
presents to Him the thirty-three years of His earthly life, His 
prayers and labors, His hardships and sacrifices, His bitter Passion 
and Death, the torture of His own Sacred Heart. She reminds 
Jesus of His life of humility and seclusion in the Holy Eucha- 
rist; she conjures Him, in virtue of His merits, to grant full pardon 
to all the poor souls who have been recommended to the prayers 
of the sisters. 

Not less fervently do the other four religious plead. They 
understand the art of praying well. Oh, what the prayer of a 
just man can obtain! what, when two pray in the Name of Jesus! 
but when six sisters, united in heart and soul, or when the entire 
community of more than one hundred fifty sisters pray before the 
Lord of Hosts on His seat of mercy! Such prayer is irresistible; 
it penetrates the clouds and ascends to the very throne of God 
and brings release to thousands and thousands of suffering souls. 


To release souls from purgatory is the highest work of 
charity and mercy. Happy the religious, who by the holiness 
of their lives, render their prayers efficacious before the throne 
of God, before the Holy Eucharist.

=i HE following is related in the life of Father Louis 
<4 Monaci, who belonged to the Minorite Order and 
was a faithful promoter of every work of mercy in 
ax" favor of the poor souls. Once at the approach of 
night he was traveling through a lonely solitude and, according 
to his custom, passed the time in praying the rosary for the 
poor souls. It happened that along this same road were con- 
cealed two bandits, who on account of their misdeeds had been 
cast out from human society. These men not infrequently took 
the life of travelers and robbed them. 

When from afar they saw the good friar coming alone and 
without weapon, they hid by the wayside, resolved to rob him 
and, in case of resistance, even to kill him. Suddenly they 
hear the sound of trumpets.

People look at them in astonishment and ask, “What 
soldiers? We saw no soldiers. The only stranger who arrived 
is a poor friar, who certainly has nothing warlike in his aspect.” 

Much puzzled, the two robbers enter the inn, seat them- 
selves near the friar and gradually begin a conversation with 
him. Finally one asks what had become of his escort. 

“My escort,” replies Father Monaci, “I don’t know what 
you mean by that; I came alone.” 

“Well, then, my Father, you may thank God, for He has 
worked a miracle for your protection. Round about you there 
was a strong armed force, which rescued you out of our 
hands. We confess to our shame that we were lying in 
ambush for you by the roadside, to rob you and, in case of 
resistance, even to kill you.”

St. Jude Thaddeus, An Efficacious Helper 
in Grave Necessities 





», e| |. Jude is called the patron of desperate and hope- 

24, less cases, owing to the singular help he has obtained 

for his clients in grave necessities. To strengthen 

our confidence in this blessed apostle, let us hear 
something of his life from revelation and tradition. 

The holy apostle Jude bears the surname “Thaddeus” to 
distinguish him from Judas Iscariot, the traitor. Besides the 
apostle James the Less, Jude had two more brothers who to- 
gether with himself are called the “brethren of Jesus in the 
Holy Gospel (Matt. xiii. 55). In Hebrew this expression sig- 
nifies a near relationship. His father was Cleophas. On ac- 
count of his bold and fearless confession of the resurrection 
of Christ he was murdered by the Jews and thus received 
the crown of martyrdom. His mother’s name was Mary. She 
was a near relative of the Blessed Virgin. After her death the 
holy remains of Mary Cleopha were glorified by great miracles. 

St. Jude was brought up by his parents as a pious and 
innocent youth. In his boyhood he must have frequently 
associated with Jesus. No mention is made of Jude’s occupa- 
tion before his call to the apostolate, but we may well surmise 
that when our Savior began His public life, Jude Thaddeus 
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abandoned everything to accompany Him. How great must 
have been the surprise and joy of our holy apostle when he 
witnessed the first miracle of his Lord and Master at the 
marriage feast of Cana! From the time Jude was chosen an 
apostle, he labored with indefatigable zeal, particularly for the 
conversion of the Gentiles. 

In most countries of Europe, St. Jude is represented as 
wearing a miniature of our Lord on his breast, and the follow- 
ing is the tradition: — 

The fame of our Lord’s miracles having reached Abagaro, 
King of Edessa, the monarch, who was afflicted with leprosy, 
sent a messenger begging Jesus to come and cure him. Receiv- 
ing an answer that our Lord could not gratify him then, the 
King sent an artist to Jerusalem for the purpose of at least 
obtaining our Lord’s portrait. But the poor artist, blinded by 
the splendor and brightness emanating from our Savior’s Face 
was unable to draw a single line. Then Jesus moved by com- 
passion, and wishing to console Abagaro, held a cloth to His 
Face, and impressed the image of His sacred Countenance 
thereon. He handed it to the painter to carry to his sovereign, 
with the promise to send someone to cure him. It is related 
that this mission was confided to St. Jude Thaddeus, who after 
our Lord’s ascension proceeded to Edessa. 

A supernatural splendor shone about St. Jude when he was 
presented to King Abagaro. He placed his hands on Abagaro 
who was instantly cured of his infirmity. Many citizens were 
also healed, and being instructed, the king, his court, and 
almost the entire kingdom were converted to Jesus Christ.

JESUS CHRIST is the High-Priest forever according to the 
order of Melchisedech. Tne Heavenly Father has given this 
name of honor to His beloved Son from all eternity. Jesus 
is the Eternal Priest, the Sanctifier and Teacher. 

Jesus is the Reconciler of man. He rendered perfect 
satisfaction for our sins and for our revolt against God.

He commands, and God the Father 
permits the priest to participate in His almighty power through 
the Consecration. The priest commands, and God the Son man- 
ifests His mercy. The priest commands, and God the Holy Ghost 
descends and inflames the hearts of the faithful with His love. 
The priest commands and God draws near to man, God gives 
Himself to man, God takes man under His protection. The priest 
commands, and the demons flee in terror, sin disappears from 
souls and peace is restored to hearts. Justification covers them like 
a mantle of honor. Heaven which was closed is open to receive 
souls, and hell which was gaping to swallow the sinner, closes 
again, filled with shame and rage at having lost its prey. 


Happy the father, the mother of a worthy priest! The priestly son 
is the joy of his parents, their comfort and the source of great hope for 
eternal life. However, the grace of a priestly vocation comes from God 
Himself. The privilege of seeing their son at the altar is denied to 
many families. And yet, dear father, good mother, it is possible to 
have a priest in your family if you adopt a youth who wishes to be- 
come a priest; if you render it possible for him to study, and thus 
help him to attain his aim. Distress in Germany is at its height; it 
requires thousands of millions of mark to study. It is impossible for 
bishop or parents to furnish such a sum, because the bishop himself is 
poor, and the people of unhappy Germany have become totally impov- 
erished. If America does not send help, there will soon be few stu- 
dents for the priesthood, although Germany has as many Catholics as 
the United States. God grant that this beautiful idea, this heaven-inspired 
thought, this so eminently God-pleasing work, of supporting a student 
who feels himself called to the sacred ministry, may inspire many gen- 
erous hearts to contribute the necessary financial means for a continuation 
of his studies. 


What a blessed consciousness: this or that young man can become 
a priest through my alms; daily he will remember me at the altar, 
daily he will pray for my dear ones! Could any alms be more pleasing 
to God! Christ will reward it a hundredfold in this world, and will 
give life eternal in the next. 


O Mother, Great is Your Faith! 


In California there is a truly sacrificial mother of a family. 
She has four children, two boys and two girls. This worthy 
mother wants to have a brother-priest for each of her chii- 
dren, and is willing to sacrifice $200.00 yearly though she is in 
ill health. This is a great sacrifice for her but she thinks, 
and rightly so, if each of her children has a priestly brother, 
then our Lord will be merciful to each of them in recompense 
for this great work of charity, and besides, these future priests 
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will daily pray for her children. Her boys and girls will have 
a share in all the good performed by the priest, and especially 
in the Sacrifice of the Mass. 


Now, dear parents, you can do nothing better for your 
children than this! Happy and blessed the children who have 
such parents! It is truly a beautiful idea for parents to adopt 
a student of the holy priesthood for each of their children.

In Austria and Germany, there are hundreds, 
yes, thousands of students who want to become priests, but 
cannot do so without special help from America. Bishops of 
Germany inform us that theology students who, in three or 
four years could be ordained to the priesthood, must give up. 
The bishop cannot help them, only the generous benefactors 
here in America. Now is your opportunity, dear parents, to 
do something great, something beautiful with the hard-earned 
money which you have saved with great economy. You can- 
not give your children a better gift than this. May the love 
of the Holy Spirit inflame us and urge us all to do great works.
